PortsmoutH, N. H., September 3. 
The steamer Plymouth Rock arrived 
here last _— trom Bostoa with 2,000 
passengers.

In our former article under this 
heading we showed that by 1847,within 
ten years from thé date ot the comple— 
tion of the public; buildings,the people 
of Georgia would have removed the 
seat of government to Macon or At- 
lanta, but that their rivalry kept it at 
Milledgeville. | 
Did the matter rest there? By no 
means. So much dissatisfied were the 
people that the agitation continued till 
by act of J7th of February,1853, it was 
submitted to a vote of the people. The 
act said: ““Whereds, The resnoval of the 
seat of government has, at almost 
every session for several years past, 
been agitated among the members of 
the gerferal assembly, which agitation 
is detrimental to| the public interest, 
and therefore ought to cease.’”’ There. 
fore it was enacted to let the people 
vote in October for “removal” or “no 
removal.” “If to be removed, where.” 
Acts of 1853-4, 100. 
For want of tbe journal, we cannot 
state how the act took that shape. But 
upon the vote, “‘no removal” had 49,781 
votes; removal to Atlanta had 29,337; 
removal to Macon had 3,802, and other 
places from one'to 93, making a total 
of 34,545 for removal. 
Herschel V. Johnson was then gov- 
ernor. By his !ocation and associations, 
he was the firm friend of Milledgeville. 
In his message of November, 1855, he 
assumed that ail who did not vote 
‘“remoyal” were content with Milledge- 
ville as the seat of government. He 
said: “If it be a fair construction, as 
it would seem to be, that their failure 
to vote is expressive of their content- 
ment with Milledgeville as the seat of 
government, it is evident that the 
popular will isoverwhelmingly opposed 
to its removal. If the legislature 
should concur in this view, then it is 
due to the public, as well as to the 
citizens of Milledgeville, that you 
should at once, by decisive ac 
tion, put a quietus to the 
further agitation of the question. Not 
the least effectual mode of accomplish~ 
ing this object will be to make neces- 
sary repairs and additions to your 
public buildings; The state house 
should be repaired and suitably en- 
larged. The square should be graded, 
cleared of the arsenal, magazine and 
four churches, upon just compensation 
to the respective “denominations, set 
with shade trees and enclosed by a 
substantial iron fence. The executive 
mansion also should be thoroughly re- 
paired and refurnished, and the lot 
surrounded by ,an iron enclosure 
* ” * * 

As far as can be ascertained, the pub- 
lic buildings, including the state house, 
executive mansion and outhouses, the 
arsenal and mag»zine cost, first and 
last, about $300,000. I: have engaged 
Messrs. Sholl & Fay, professional arcbi- 
tects, to furnish information as to 
what amount is necessary tu 80 repair 
them as to make them suitable for the 
purposes for which they were intend~ 
ed, Thev ,have ‘already submitted to 
me a rough sketch of the additions and 
improvements to the state house which 
are necessary, and they authorize me 
to say that the who‘’e can be compieted 
for $125,000 to $150,000. They are now 
engaged in méking the npecessary 
drawings and estimates of the expense, 
and at an early day they wili be ready

Water has been introduced 
into the building and arrangements are 
in progress to light the halls with gas, 
both of which improvements will tend 
to diminish the risk of fire to the build- 
The cupola is represented to be 
in an unsafe condition, requiring some 
repairs which could not be made with 
the existing appropriation. For this 
reason [ haven +t had the clock repair- 
ed which stands within, and could not 
be expected to run well until those re~ 
pairs shallhave been made. The ex-

1. Rather than incur the expense of 
removal of the seat of government and 
build a new state house, etc.. the peo- 
ple yoted in 1853 to heep Milledgeville 
a? the capital. Atlanta, then six years 
old, was its main competitor. 

2. Tne legislature did not be- 
heve that the people would justify ap- 
propriations for the public buildings, 
and would not make the appropriations 
asked for. Instead of giving the low- 
est amount called tor— g100,000—they 
gave only $75,000, and that grudgingly, 
and aiter another struggle for Atlanta 
and another defeat by the rivalry ol 
other cities, not by the merit of Mil- 
ledgeville. 

3. Everybody admitted that the old 
state house was too smail when we had 
but ninety counties ; everybody agreed 
that it must be “enlarged” and “recon” 
structed.” It has never been recon- 
structed nor enlarged. We now have 
one hundred and thirty-seyen coun 
ties. We have also the educational 
department, the geological and agrical- 
tural departments, and ten-fold as 
many books and papers to keep as 
when Govs. Johnson and Brown com- 
plained of the want of room.

Colonel Jones was in the city a few 

days since, and alter a hearty meal, or 

a hasty plate of soup at the Kimball 

H>use, he wrote a letter to his paper. 

I. is a newsy, gossipy letter, evidently 

written when the colonel was full. He 

says some good thingsin the letter, and 
gome not so good. Here is what he 
says about Judge Jackson: 

Judge Jackson is in a sore strait. His aller 
ego and better half is pronounced for the Gate 
City. But Milledgeville was once the home ot 
the learned judge and Jackson memories still 
cling lovingiy about it. He will vote Milledge 
ville, but his devotion to old landmarks may 
come near costing him a martyr’scrown. What 
a glorious instance of disinterested patmotism. 
His aoobie colleagues count one to one on the 
question of removal. 

This was so much at variance with 
what we knew to be Judge Jackson’s 
views on.this subject that we called on 
him and inquired as to the colonel’s 
statement. After reading the foregoing 
to him, he said. ‘‘ The colonel is mis 
taken. I remember talking with him 
about it in the governor’s room, but | 
never told him 1 was going to vote for 
Milledgeville. I voted for the capital 
to be remoyed to Atlarta thirty years 
ago, and | have not changed my mind 
since. The cojonel is right about Mrs, 
Jackson, but I am too obedient to di- 
vide on a question of this kind.” 

We then went to see Judge Bleckley 
and read to him the following from 
Col. Jones’s letter: 

Judge Bleckley will vote for Atlanta, but we 
heaid a brother l. wyer say the over-worked 
judge would not Walk a hundred yards to in- 
fluence the question either way. 

Judge Bleckley smiled, and said. 

“Well,you know I am not much given 
to intluencing votes, and I don’t know 
any brother lawyer who has the right 
to speak for me, but if they propose to 
leave the question to me to walk on it, 
lL will settle it very soon.” 

We then went to see Judge Warner, 
and found him in his room at Dr. An- 
yier’s, hard at work on his opinions. 
He works with the regularily of a clock. 
We read the following from the Macon 
Telegraph & Messenger : 

Chief Justice Warner warmly and earnestly 
affirms that every consideration’ of decorum, 
justice and self respect, demands the re-habili- 
tation and occupation of our venerable capital 
which de jure is still the seat of goverument. 

We told him Vol, Jones wrote it— 

“Jones—Jones !” said the Judge “who 
is Jones?” : 

We told him he was the editor of the 
Macon Telegraph & Messenger. 

“Well,” said the Judge, “I never said 
it. Idon’t remember that I have said 
anything to any oneon the question 
since the convention adjourned. I,don’t 
know that I will vote on the question, 
as I will be here at work 
W ho did you say Jones 
was?” he again inquired. We stated 
once more that the colonel was the 
editor of the Macon Telegraph and 
Messenger. The chief justice smiled | 
and with that indescribable gesture 
with his forefinger, remarked:

THAT LOTTERY BILL. 


It will be remembered that at the 
last session of the general assembiy, a 
bill was introduced in the house to 
prohibit the turning of any lottery 
whee! in this state. This was done to 
prevent the managers of lotteries from 
eva‘ling the penal laws of Georgia, by 
selling tickets out of the state. The 
bill, (house bill Ne. 346,) was framed 
for the purpose cf breaking up and 
Wiping out the lottery business in 
Georgia ; but it had a stormytime. It 
went out of sight twice, and was 
both times thought to be gone forever; 
but copies were re-established, and it 
was moved on towards its passage as 
rapidly as possible. Notwithstanding 
all the precautions of its friends, how- 
ever, it wasso delayed that when it 
was carried to the governor for his sig- 
nature several points were urged against 
it. It was argued that it had not been 
read three times; that it was then too 
late for the governor tosign it; that it 
was not an engrossed copy; 
that it had not been properly 
engrossed. In spite of these objections, 
the bill was sigued by the governor and 
is toaday a law.

The Bemeval Question.

We believe that the majority of the 

ple of Muscogee and ihe counties 
immedia'ely adjoining are in favor of 
the return of theseat of government to 
Milledgeville. Of the many communi- 
cations which we have published on 
the subjeet of the convention and its 
work, uot one, we think, bas advocated 
the retention of the capital at Atlanta. 
We have heretofore refrained from 
taking sides in this controversy, be- 
cause, as we have repeatediy said, we 
considered it a subordinate question, 
apd dia not wish it to influence the 
vote of the people in either calling the 
convention or ratifying its work. ‘Lhe 
conyention having happily disconf 
nected the removal question from that o- 
ratification, we think the appropriate 
time bas come for the discussion of the 
former. 

Two arguments have been advanced 
in favor of restoration to Miliedgeville 
—lst, that the removal trom Miliedge- 
ville to Atlanta was not tue action of 
the people of Georgia, but the dictate 
of federal power, exercised through 
military coercion, and sanctioned by a 
fraud ; 2d, that more corruption pte 
vailsin Atlanta, and the expense ot 
living there is greater that at Milledge- 
ville. 

The first of these arguments, we sug- 
gest, has been fully met by the subs» 
mis-:ion of the question to the people. 
Their right to decide the question is 
thus fully vindicated, and iney should 
decide it upon its merits, not in a 
spirit of vindictiveness because their 
rights have heretofore been ignored or 
thwarted. The convention has assert- 
ed their rights,and thus left to them 
nothing but the naked question 
whether the interests and 
couvenience of the people of Geor- 
gia will be best promoted by 
keeping the seat of goverament where 
it is, or restoring it to Millidgeville. 
This is a question which the people, 
if uaninfluenced by the prejudices 
aroused by the manner o. the removal 
to Atlanta, would decide accordiug to 
their respective local convenieuces, 
and that is the way in. which we think 
the people of this section should de- 
cide it—under the prompting of reason 
and interest, not of passion. 

The recond objection, too, we think, 
has in a great measure been stripped 
of its force by the action of the con: 
vention. The new constitution fixes 
the salaries of ali officials, including 
mewbers of the legislature, and the 
state will have to pay them the same 
sums whether they do their work in 
Miiledgeville, or Atlanta. We may 
trust wo them to protect themselves 
agaiustextortion by the people of At- 
Janta in the price of living. Land- 
lords and others will have to accom- 
modate their charges to the reduction 
of pay, and we believe that there will 
be no considerable difference in the 
cost of living at Atlantaand at Mili 
edgeville. So in regard to the corrup- 
tion complained of: The new constiiu- 
tion interposes barriers against corrupt 
or hasty legislation much stronger than 
any mere leeal influences can be. Nv 
other state in the union has such strin- 
geut constitutional provisions against 
corrupt lobbying; and the requirement 
of a majority of eli the members elect 
to both the senate ana the house to pass 
a bill will prevent tne “snap” legisia- 
tion ot which there has been so much 
just complaint. Hereafter no advan- 
tage can be taken of the absence of 
members, and whatever is done must 
be by the recorded vote of a clear ma- 
jurity of both houses. 

Now as tothe iocal interest which 
inclines us to prefer Atlanta. We con~ 
fess that wedo not regard the advanta- 
ges presented by either locality to this 
section as very much superior to thuse 
of the other, and we are not, theretore, 
groatly interested. But we think those 
of Atlanta preponderate. Their dis- 
tances from us by the nearest railr ad 
routes are at present about equal, but 
that to Milledgeville can never be 
shortened, while we have every reason 
to hope that our railroad counection 
with Atlanta will before long be short- 
eved at least thirty miles; and we are 
to decide this question not for the 
present time only, but probably for 
half a century or longer. Then, we can 
never huve any commercial relations 
with Millegeville, while it is not at all 
improbable that such relations between 
Atlanta and Columbus may shortly 
be considerable. It wiil, moreover, te 
much more convenient to our people 
who are called to the seat of govern- 
ment on any occasion to go where they 
can do the most business or have the 
most interest— where they can see most 
of lifé and business, and most enjoy 
their trip. 

It is a question about which we are 
not going to get exciced or enthusiastic, 
but we can see no principle involved in 
it, revard it as one of interest and con- 
venience only, and our retliection on 
the subject inclines us to the opinion 
that for this section of the state Atlan- 
ta will be the most comvenient and 
desirable locaiion fur the seat of gov- 
ernment.

Mr James Baird in his aunua! letter to the 
London Times on the harvest vrospect in 
Englani saye: The extent of wheat is greater by 
nearly 200,000 acres than last year, but 40 ,00) 
acres or one-niuth below the average of the tea 
prec ding yeacs. On a careful analysis cf the 
returns from the farmers tn variou- parts oft e 
country, I find that in twelve of the principa’ 
wheat couuties, which represunt one half of the 
wh at growth of the kingdom, three qu.rters of 
the returrs sl. ow that the crop is below the ave- 
rage, while one quarter gives an average c op fur 
heremainier Oj theco niry. The deficiency is 
sumewhat lessim proportion. The returns show a 
viry general aeticency—they are below au 
average crop, but not greatiy beiow itt. Tue 
general yield is better than that of 1853, 1867 or 
i8s75—the three worst crops in 34 years—but I
